“OBJECTIONS TO THE LAWS. 


Tennessee Kepublicans File Bills Agains 
& the New Electior Laws. — | 
on ANOOGA, Tevn., September 24.—The 
last legislature of this‘state passed two laws to 
te elections. 


The first is known as the 
es gga sae law and the second as the Dortch 
ace size, apd includes Memphis, Nash - 
ville, Knoxville and Chattanooga, and only 
two counties, Shelby and Davidson. The 
éscribes a method similar to the 
Australian plan, voters being required to select. 
and 7 emgage ticket the —_ of er 
parties as they desire to vote for, thus 
necessitating their behig able to read. Ever 
since the passage of. these laws, republicans in 
the cities and counties mentioned have been 
opposing them, and, though no formal protest 
be filed at the registration booths in this city 

at Nashville; recently closed preparatory 
to the municipal elections, two bilis were filed 
héré today challenging the constitutionality of 
the act, both in the federal court and in the 
chancery court of the state. The bill in the 
federal court is sworn to by five negroes who 
make their mark, and who claim that they 


| cannot read, and would, therefore, be disfran 


chised by the action of the Dortch law. The suit 
is brought under the first section of the four- 
teenth amendment to the United States consti 
tution as to the jurisdiction of the federal 
courts and under the same section as to the 
right of the state to abridge the priviieges and 
immunities of citizens of the United States. 
It is asserted in the bill that both laws are in 
‘violation of the state constitution, and there- 
fore, that complainants have the right to 
appeal! to the federal court for relief. 

The bill in chancery is filed under article 4, 
section 1, of thestate constitution, which ghar- 
antees to every citizen of the state complving 
with the reyuiroments as to citizenship the 
right to voie and ‘‘no qualification shall be re- 
quired except the payment of poll tax.” 

The bill also pleads that the registration 
law is special or class legislation, effecting 
only a part of the citizens of the state and not 
others. A municipal election is pending in 
this city under the new laws, and the filing of 
these bills has created a considerable seusa 
tion, as the purpose is to prevent an election 
under these laws. The judges have not yet 
granted restraining injunctions.

Cuartorrr, N. C., September 24.—[Spe-

MONDAY’S CYCLONE. 


A Look Over Its Path Through Florida—The 
Damage. 


JACKSONVILLE, Fla., September 24. — Re- 
ports today from various localities in the state 
indicate that yesterday’s stormwas a disastrous 
one to property, although no further loss of life 
is reported. At. West Jacksonville, four or five 
miles cut in the country, three or four houses 
were blown down and twochurches wrenched 
from their foundations. A Times-Union re- 
porter took a drive this morning through the 
outlying country for many miles and reported 
that fallen trees were encountered everywhere, 
many of the monster moss-hung oaks, which 
have withstood the storms of a hundred years, 
are prostrated. At Switzerland, Panama, 
Park, Scotland, Mayport, New Berlin and sev 
eral small settlements on St. John’s river, 
houses and trees were blown down. At the 
Sandhills hospital, made memorable by.the 
epidemic of 1888, the main building was 
wrecked and the whole scene isone of ruin. 
Men have been busy all day repairing the eity 
streets, and travel both by streeifcars and ve- 
hicles has been resumed. 

At Pablo beach the work of clearing the de- 
bris has been going on all day, and repairs on 
Murray hill will begin as soon as the proprietor 
sends instructions. The total damage by des- 
truction, including the city and Pablo beach, 
will aggregate fully $40,000.

|-4 HORRIBLE ACCIDENT IN CHICAGO 


; YESTERDAY. 
CAUSED BY A DRUNKEN ENGINEER 
A Freight Train Huns Into a Passenger 


Train—The Engineer Leaves the Steam 
Box Open and Passengers Scalded. 


Cricaao, September 24.—A frightful disas- 
ter to a suburban passenger train occurred to- 
night in the southern vutskirts of the city. 
The Chicago, Rock Island and Pacific train, 
which left the main depot at 5:25 p.m. for 
Biue Island, was crashed into by a freight 
train at the Lake Shore and Pan Handle cross- 
inys near Eighty-seventh street, Englewood. 
The passenger train was at a standstiN, one 
coach projecting over the crossing. Into this 
coach, containing about sixty persons, 

PLUNGED. THE FREIGHT TRAIN. 

The wreck of the passenger coach was instant 
and complete. How many persous were killed 
and injured it was impossible at the moment to 
learn. The first estimates, made during the 
confusion that followed the ccillision, put the 
number ot deaths at twelve to fourteen. Half 
an hour afterward four dead bodies had been 
taken out of the debris, and the number of 
victims was still a matter of guess work. 

fost of the people in the coach were, it is 
known, residents of the suburban towns of 
Washington Heights and Morgan Park. 

When Athorough search had been completed

This even- 
ing this car was left at this poin& as usual, 
when a moment later the passenge?s were hor- 
rified tosee inthe rear of them and bearing 
down on them at the rate of twelve miles an 
hour, a heavy freight train of the same road. 

THERE WAS NO TIME FOR FLIGHT. 

The egineer had reversed his engige but the 
effect was hardly perceptible, aud the huge 
engine propelied by the heavy trrin plunged 
into the passenger coach until the locomotive 
was entirely hidden in the wreck. 

The engineer having failed-to shut of the 
steam, the steam box was blown Out by the 
shock and the death-dealing vapor hissed 
forth ceaselessly for nearly an hour. Strange 
tosay not a person waskilled by tne force of 
the shock, every life lost being solely  at- 
tributed to the scaldingsteam that enveloped 
the coach. The dead as they were taken out 
were found to be literaily roasted. The flesh 
dropped from their hands and limbs, and glar- 
ing eyes told the horror of the experience that 
had welcomed them at the threshold of death. 

A CARELESS ENGINEER. 

The wreck appears to be entirely due to the 
almost criminal carelessness of Engineer Seth 
Twombly, son of the master mechanic of the 
road. The passenger train was ruuning on 
time, signals were out at Semaphoce, and yet 
the freight train, regardless of time or signals, 
plunged into the passenger coach at the rate of 
twelve miles an hour—all within the city 
limits. The engineer reversed, but not until 
within a few rods of the passenger coach, and 
entirely too late to be of any avail. Both 
engineer and fireman leaped for their lives, 
and escaped uninjured. Twombly at once 
tceok fligbt, and has net been heard from. It 
is stated that he was addicted to drink, and 
the presumption is that he was intoxicated at

Attempt to Kill the Czar. 


Lonpon, September 24.—The story reaches 
here from St. Petersburg on what appears to be 
creditable authority, that just previously to 
the czar’s departure for Copenhagen, a ehest 
of dynamite exploded at Peterhof station. The 
station was badly wrecked and a railway signal 
man killed.

tis made a misdemeanor, punishable by fine and 
ehetomretiadiony to conduct the express 
business without prepayment of the tax. In 
a ease entitled “The Commonwealth of Ken- 
tucky vs. the Unilec State Express company, ‘fan 
act of Kentucky simiiar in its provisions to tho 
Tennessee law of 1877, the Louisville law and equity 
court, inan ably written opinion, held the Ken- 
tucrky act void because the tax was an intraction of 
the provision of the federal vonstitution in regard 
to interstate commerce. And the circuit court of 
the United States for the southern district of Missis- 
sipplin the Uni'ed States Express company vs. 
Hemmingway, 29 Fed. Rep. 60, takes & similar view 
in regard to a Mississippi statute of like import. 
The cases decided by the supreme court ot the 
United States which favor or support a diff:rent 
view of this tax are Osborne vs. Mobile, 16th 
Wallace 479, and Wiggins Ferry company vs. E, St. 
Louis, 107 U. 8, 365. Butin LeLoup vs. Mobiie, 127 
U. &. 640, the supreme court overrules, substantially 
atleast, these decisions. Itsays: “In view of the 
course of decisions which have been made sincsa 
that time (1872) it is very certain that such an ordin- 
ance would now be regarded as repugnant to the 
power conferred upon coneress to regulate com- 
merce aniong the several states.” LeLoup vs. Mo- 
bile, supra 647. This, though said of tne Q-borne 
case, must in principle apply with equal force to 
the Wiggins ferry case. 

It seems to ne that under the line of decisions of 
our supreme court, the tax imposed upon the com- 
plaimant by or under the act of 1887, was void, as 
repugnant to the constitutional authority given con- 
gress to regulate commerce between the states, It 
is, in no sense, & property or ad valorem tax, Itis 
esseitially a license, or privilege tax. There is no 
description of, or limitation of the busines. It 
makes no difference whether it be interstate or in- 
trastate. If it be an express compay itistaxed. If 
it be a huudred miles long it must pay $1,000. If 
more, it must pay $3,000. Complainant is an instrn- 
mentality of interstate transportation. It does bus- 
iness through and between states, as well as within 
them, and cannot be go taxed. 

The act of 1889, however, attempts to avoid the 
difficulty in w hich the act of 1887 is involved. It 
provides that the company may be taxed when it 
carries one or more packages from one point in the 
state toano: ner point in the state. This Is Meant to 
be considered asatax for the privilege of doing 
business within the state and to escape being re- 
garded asataxon business between states. The 
tax may be avoided should no packages be borne 
from one point to anotherin this state. This tax, 
carried (o its logical results, bears as hardly on the 
company as the other. If it confine its operations 
to an interstate business, it must still have its agents 
and offices at the various siations on its 
lines to receive and deliver its pack- 
ages, so that. the interstate business 
would be burdened with charges, which otherwise 
would be divided between the two classes of busi- 
ness, The fact thatthe interstate business may be 
thus burdened does not necessarily invalidate the 
tax, perhaps. But is not this provision of the 
statu'e a mere device to fasten the tax upon the 
company? Itis no exerci-e of the police power of 
the state. If the tax be paid it makes not the 
slightest difference whether the packages taken up 
and carrie and delivered between and at points in 
the state be one ora miliion, It is not atax reg- 
ulated by. the amount of business. It is as much if 
one package be carricd asif ten millionsgo. A 

ackage of a dime in value, carried five miles, may 
in yolve a license fee -of $1,000 or $3,000, depending 
altogether on the iength of the line of transporta- 
tion u-ed by the:om;any, The length of the line 
used is the measure of the tax. This cannot be 
the siandard. Peuvusylyvania Steamship Co, ys. 
Pennsylvania, 122 U. &. 326. 

The supreme court says in LeLoup ve. Mebjie, 

8. 645: ‘Ordinary occu; ations are taxed in Jatioes 
ways, and, in most:as & {legitimately taxed, but we 
fail to see how a State can tax a business occupation 
when it cannot tax the business ifself. Of course, 

the exaction of a license tax as a condiiion of doing 
any particular business is a taxon the occupation; 
and the tax on the occupation of doing a business 
is surely a tax on the business,” And again, at 648, 

in the same case the court says: ‘‘in our opinion 
such a construction of this constitution leads to the 
conclusion that no state hasthe right to laya tax 
on intersiate commerce in any form whatever by 
way of duties laid on the transportation of the 
subjects of that commerce, or on - the receipts 
derived from that transportation, or on the 
occupation or business of carrying it on, and the 
reason is that such a taxation is a burden on that 
commeree, and amounis tonregulation of it, which 
belongs to congress.”” Sounder the tax law of the 
state of 1889, although the tax purports on its face 
to be for carryin on the express business within 
the rc a as already shown the burdenof the 
tax falls ipon the interstate business, and aniounts 
to a collection of the tax from that source to a great 
extent at least. 

It follows from the views announced thatan in- 
junetion may issue as prayed for on complainant 
execu'ing bond with sufficient surety in the penalty 
often thousand dollars and satisfy such decree as 
may be finally rendered against it in the cause.

OKEFEENOKER, 


And Finally Emerges on the Other Side of 
Twelveand a Half ‘Cents—The Admission 
of Girls Into the University. — 


There wasa big powow and some scalp- 
— among the big sachems of the senate yester- 

y. 3 

In an hour and a half the senate passed a bill to 
sell property which, acrording to the testimony ad- 
duced, is worth half as much as the State road. 

The measures consiaered were adjournment, the 
sale of the Okefcenokee swamp and the admission 
of giris into the state university. 

Adjourn cient toox practical shepe by the passage 
of @ resoiution for the oy smn of a committee 
to examine business and report the ea‘liest day for 
adjournment, 

Q the senate wentinto the swamp, and did 
not emerge foran hour or. so. By pling the 
plan of campaign invented by Cousin Sally D ' 
rer finally got through. 

The measure under consideration was a substi- 
tute for the origi i vided for the sale 
dder after sixty days 

Floiida and New York. 
In case there is no higher bidder it is to be sold to 
F. W. Hall and Marshall P. Phillips and their asso- 
Ciates for twelve and a half cents an acre. 

The first bill, whieh provided for a straight out 
sale withou: advertisement or competition, was 
soon found to haye no hope of passage, and 
Was sent back tothe committee for repairs, After 
about a month they have brought in this substitute, 

The substitute developed a great deal of strength 
—enough to resist Senator Shannon’s effort to 
amend 4t by puiting on a twenty-five cent 
minimum and requiring six months’ advertisement. 
The iatter part of the amendment wouid doubtiess 
have carried by itself, but the twenty-five cent 
minimum would not, though it was ably advocated 
by Senators Shannon and Boyd, and came within 
three votes of going through. 

When Senator Shannon offered his amendment 
Senator Hall asked if he had any assurance that 
any one would give twenty-five cents an acre for the 
wis oy 

“I have no positive assurance,’’ said Senator 
Shannon, “but I think I have as much assurance as 
other gentlemen have that it will bring twelve and 
a half cents.’’ 

senator 5S. R. Harris, of Ware, hoped the amend- 
ment would not prevail, as it might deteat the bill 
anu prevent the great benefit that would accrue to 
Ware end other counties adjoining. the swamp 
when it had been drained, 

“I bave no hesitancy in saying,’’ replied Senator 
Shannon, “that if putting in this amendment 
would defeat the bill, I would be glad to see it de- 
feated. There are very fewofuswho know the 
real value of the Okefeenokee swamp. It is said 
from information which cannot be doubted tbat the 
swamp includes some very rich land, and that ft 
could be drained for a comparatively small sum.”’ 

“I would like to know how that information 
comes,’’ said Senator Hall. 

“I gained that information from the report of the 
survey nade by Colonel Hunter, of Miliedgeviile,”’ 
replied Senator Shannon. § 

**It does seem to me,”’ he continued, “that there 
is as liitle real business in this billas in anything 
that conld be passed. Here comes a party saying to 
us that the land will never be worth anything to 
the state; still, they manifest wonderful solicitude 
in pushing this billthrough. Ifthe land is worth- 
dess, why do they wautit? I apprehend it is fair to 

that if they offer twelve and 
cents an acre it is worth 
twice that amount. It is a violent presump- 
tion that they would come here and make an offer 
without knowing whatitis worth. They areshrewd, 
sharp business men; they have, doubtless, 
gone there and investigated the matter and they 
certainly know thatthe land is worth much more 
than twelve and a_ half cents, 
would not make that offer, Suppose 
gentleman should come to yon and offer 
to buy a piece of your property, saying: ‘Here is a 

iece of jand youdon’t know anything about. I 

ave been there and investigated it and itis not 
worth anything to you; I will give you twenty-five 
cents forit.’ Would notaman bea great fool to 
accept such a proposition as that? It seems to me 
great foily for the Georgia legislature to incorporate 
ee company and letthem take it at their own 
price.”’ : 

Senator Sanford asked if the bill did not provide 
for the acceptance of a higher bid. 

Senator Shannon said that was trne, but it did 
not prevent a combination of bidders, and if there 
were two parties, and one saw the other was willing 
to sg Peg og Mr cents for it, they wouid combine 
on a bid of twelve and a half cents. 

“As to the second amendment requiring six 
months’ advertisement, thatis nothing but fair,’’ 
said be, “for it is presumable that this company bas 
already investigated the matter, and it 
13 not presumable that another 
company could suffictentiy investigate 
it in sixty days, I apprehend that this amendment 
will certainly geta better price for the land. it 
strikes me tiat both these amendments are simply 
in accordance with business principles.’’ 

Senator Bradwell said he lived in the section of 
the state where the Okefeenokee swamp iay, and if 
the senator had any observation oj it he would 
withdraw thatamendment. He thought it was 
rightly named adismal swamp, The name which 
inthe Indian language meant “trembling earth” 
was a good description. fven the Indians 
had regarded itasa region whica the Great Spirit 
had cursed, 

Senator Shannon asked if Colonel Hunter did not 
survey the swamp twenty-seven yea:s ago, and 
minake a report, showing that it contained a great 
deal of rich land, and could be drained at no great 
expense aud ifa citizen of Macon did not upon 
that report, oiler the state of Georgia $100,000 for 
the property. 

Senator Bradwell said there were portions where 
there were hammock lands, but when he spoxe of 
trembling earth he meant those places where, it 
yon put your foot down vou go up to your waist 
in slush, He then described at 
length tue cow housesas he called them, which 
were wooded islands surrounded by slush. He said 
the swamp had been an eye sore for a hundred 
years, and it would be a great thingif by seliing it, 
the state could have it reclaimed and put on the 
market and made subject to taxes, 

‘*| know there isa great deal of ignorance with 
reference tote swamp,” said he, ‘geologists say 
that the bottom: of it rests upon a bed of coal. It 18 
no wonder that we areiguorant of it, fur no one 
has ever been entirely through it.’’ 

“Tl understood the senator to say that he had in 
timations thai twenty-five cents an acre could be 
obtained forthe swamp,’’ said Senator Hall, ‘‘and 
upon the statement I understood him tomakeI said 
I had nv objection to the amendment; but in his 
remarks he has let it be known what are his views 
upon the an ge He stated that he would be glad 
to see the b.li defeated. I think, therefore, that as 
the purpose of the amendmentis to defeat the bill 
we ought to vote it down.”’ 

IIlere Senator Shannon rose to explain: 

“Iam periectly willing to sell tne swamp if, in 
its wisdom, the legislature sees fit to do so.”’ 
sa‘d be, “but I think it will bring twenty-five cents 
an acre, and if it cannot be sold for thac I wish to 
d«feat the bill, for I think the property is worth 
more than that.” 

Seuator Hall then continued: 

“T don’t object to that part of the amendment 
which requires advertizement for six months, but I 
do objectto the other, asI have not been able to 
hear of any party who would give more than twelve 
anda-half cents an acre. Tne senator said Mr. 
Hunter reported that the swamp could be drained 
forasmall price. I don’t know what the senator 
from the twenty-drst calls a small price, but 
I have before mean extract from that report of 
Hunter’ssurvey. It isin the hand book of Georgia, 
issued by the agricultural department. It says the 
swamp can be drained at a cost of $1,067,250. That 
surveyor was appointed by the governor, surveyed 
the swamp and estimated cost of damage with a 
view toappropriating money to drain the swamp. 
That report was made while Hercheli VY. Jobnson 
was governor. 

In 1:62 a party of Savannah gentlemen got 
through the legislature a bill incorporating tbeim- 
selves as a canal company with the right 
to use the swamp and like water 
from it to supply their canal. 

They were to dig a canal across the lower portion 
of the state and across Florida into the guifof 
Mexico, thereby lessening the distance from New 
York to Cuba, eight hundred miles, and not only 
shortening the distance from New York, but from 
all points on the Atlantic eoast. The legislature 
gave that eorporation this property without charging 
acentforit. They were given the right to use it, 
and pond the water which would have been in- 
finitely more injurious to the health of that section 
than to let it remain asit is or to drain it. 

“That company did’ nothing under that bill. In 
1886 a new company, composed of some of these 
gentliemen,came forward and asked for a renewal of 

hat Gharter.and the legislature charged them twenty 
cents an acre forit. They have never stiuck a lic 
of work. They have made no effort to utilize the 
privilege given them by their charter and the time 
expired. Now think fora moment of the difference 
between the proposition of 1856 and this proposition, 
They were pot required to drain the swamp, but 
this company is. What is the condition of the swamp? 
It renders useless not only 550,000 acres of land in its 
own limits. but also a large part of the surroundin 
counties of Clinch, Ware and Carlton. It is sai 
that there are a million and a halt acres of land in 
these three counties which cannot be drained on 
account of the proximity of the swamp. 

“Now, tie ee of the canal company did 
not look to the clearingofthe land. It simply gave 
them the right to use the swamp and Ict the land go 
at twelve anda haifcents anacre. It will take at 
least $8 or $10 an acre to clear the land after it is 
drained.”’ ° 

Senator Bartlett asked who the incorporators 
were. He saw the names Hall and Phillips, but he 
wanted to know who they were. 

“Mr. F. W. Hallisa citizen of Lumpkin county, 
and her representative in the iegislature,”’ replied 
Senator Hall. ‘“‘He isin nowise related to me, nor 
have I any interest in the matter.’ 
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instance where the state has attempted isp 
of the property there bas been absolute failure. 
Here Sevator Hall read the petitioa of county 
officers asking the pa&sage of the bill. 
Senator Boyd turned out to be the true Okefeeno- 
keean. He had been there. 
“Mr. Presideas. said he, in his calmest and most 
fatherly tone, “I know a little about the Okefeeno~ 
I have teen there. In the year 1839

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well as the honor to traverse that swamp pretty ¢x- 
tenaively, and I must say I think the price put 
upon it is not adequate. I endorse all the senator 
from the twenty-sixth says in regard to the integ- 
rity and —. of the honorable representative 
from Lumpkin, but Iam in a fiduciary relation to 
the whole people of the state. and hence I will not 
put my sauction to any contract which I 
regard as detrimental to my_ people, ‘and 
I think the amendment offered by the senator 
from the twenty-first ought to be adopted, andif we 
can’tseli the Okefeenokee swamp for twenty-five 
cents per acre, 1 am glad to believe that Georgia is 
able to own it end transmit it toc ur children and see 
if they cannot utilize it a little better. If it were left 
to me, as 1 told my honorable representative in a 
private interview, I would ask a dollar an acre, but 
as there seems a determination to sell it for twenty- 
five cents, I yie!d.” 

‘‘Are you willing to see the people in the neigh- 
borhood of the swamp suffer indefinitely for lack of 
draiuage?’’ asked tenator Folks. 

“I sympathize with those people,’ replied Sena- 
tor Boyd, “but the swamp was there when they 
went there,”’ ' 

At this there was an audible smile ull over the 
chamber. 

“Ido not want to sacrifice the property of the 
state,’ continued Senator Boyd, ‘‘to accommodate 
the tew who livein that vicinity. But J want to be 
unselfish, and in sympathizing with the gentleman 
who brought this bill into this house, 1 have tried 
to work myself up to support that measure as it was 
introduced, but I feel that I am bound to support 
thé amendment.”’ 

He began on Senator Hall; 

‘With all due deference to the distinguished gen- 
tlemen from the twenty-sixth, 1 don’t think he has 
advanced a single argument that would show why 
the amendment should be defeated. He refers very 
learnedly to tho fact that the people of Georgia at- 
tempted once or twice to sell the property and once 
offered to give it away. We!l now Mr. President, 
granting that to be absolutely true, I say if the state 
has at one time fallen into error it is no reason why 
you should do so again. 

“Whenever it is draine€d—and it would not take 
that million to drain it either—it will bea land of 
Egypt, a Goshen, for corn and wine and oil and 
sugar cane and sweet potatoes, and all those growths 
down there that contribute to the support of man 
and beast will grow luxuriantiy on the ‘shaking 

round’ that the senator from the second was tell- 

ng about. I willtell you what makes the — 
ground, If you drain it, it will quit shaking, an 
stand as firm asthe everlasting mountains.,”’ 

When Senator Shannon arose’again he had his 
tomahawk whetied for Senator Bradwell. 

“The senator from the second refers very eloquent. 
ly to the condition of the Okefeenokee. He makes 
the statement that no one has ever crossed the 
swamp, and yet he gives us a very graphic descrip- 
tion of it. I would like to know where the distin~ 
guished gentleman got his information of its in- 
terior, 

Senator Bradwell rose to expiain: 

“J said no man had ever penetrated in a direct 
line through the swamp. When General Floyd 
went there be took adyantage of the hammocks’’ 

“If I mistake not,” persisted Mr. Shaunon, “the 
Senator from the secosud states that he lives near 
the swamp and has reason to believe stateme! Aas 
to the absolute wortnlessness of the swamp are ab- 
solutely true. He makes the statement that no onehas 
ever gone directly through that swamp. General 
Floyd, if I mistake not, states that he went through 
it thoroughly. Toerestard the statement of Gen- 
eral Floyd and the statement of the seuator irom 
the second.”’ 

Senator Bradwell again explained: 

“I live over a hundred miies from the swamp, but 
have frequently had business with parties living 
nearit, i haveseen men who were along with the 
Floyd party, who said that they did not go straight 
through the swamp. Ihave heard descriptions of 
the “cow houses’ or wooded islands from parties 
who livedin them.”’ : 

“Phe senator states that he has heard this from 
parties who lived in the ‘cow _houses,’”’ continued 
Mr. Shannon. ‘I haveseen tk report of General 
Floyd and it is contradictory of that. I think the 
statement has been upenly "made thata gentieman 
of Valdosta penetrated the swamp and reported 
that the character of the soil was the very finest; 


that allit needed was drainage, and that it used it, 


would be extremely strong and equal to the land of 
the Mississippi bottoms. The distinguished sen- 
ator from the twenty-sixth makes the siatement 
that it would require 38 or $10 an acre to clear the 
land after itis drained. Well, now, 1 apprehend 
that every farmer knows that it will cost him from 
#} to $8 to clear an acre ofiland. Isthat any argu- 
ment? Lapprebena that it will be correspondingly 
advanced in value when that is done. 

“I fully concur with the senator fromthe third, 
and sympathize with those people who live near 
theswamp; but it seems to me unwarrantable 
that the property ofthe peovle of the whole state 
should be sacrificed simply for the enhancement of 
the property ofa few people who live near the 
swamp. I claim that it is u»reasonable and unjust. 
I hope the senate, in its wisdom, will adopt that 
amendment and fix a minimum price of twenty-five 
cents au acre.”’ 

The amendment was then put to a vote and lost 
by a vote of 13 veas and 16 nays. 

Senator Folks then got the bill amended to 
change the name to the “Suwannee Canal com- 

any.” 

The bill wasthen passed bya vote of 3l,to 5, 
Senators Bord, McCarty, McCollom, Ray and Shan- 
non voting no. 

The senate then took up the bill for the ad- 
mission of white female students into the state 
university and branch colieges. Senator Boyd, the 
author of the bill made an elaborate argument in 
favor of it, and was followed by Senator Bradwell, 
who also favored it. 

Seuator Wooten opposed the admission of stn- 
dents into the university, and offered an amend- 
ment, cutting them off from the university, and 
leaving the branch colleges accessible. 

Pending the argument, the senate adjourned.

It is a mistake to urge that the law is a 
dead letter. There are scores of men in 
stripes and swinging a pick at the rockpile 
in Georgia because they broke this law_and 
were caught. There are hundreds of others 
who have learned through fincs and costs 


that toting a pistol is a very expensive busi- 


mess. One judge has declared solemnly 
fromthe bench in Atlanta that he will put 
the next offender against this law, who is 
brought before him, in stripes, no matter 
whetber he is high or humble. Every judge 
in the state denounces pistol toting asa 
crime, and demands that the juries shall 
punish those who commit it. 

Senator Shannon has intimated that he 
does not care to push the bill, but intro- 
duced it to wipe a dead letter off the statute 
book. We can do the state better service, 
senator, by reviving the law and making it 
one of the livest statutes that is written in 
Georgia’s code! 


The Marietta an North Georgia. 

The house acted very wisely yesterday in 
killing, by an overwhelming majority, the 
bill to repeal the act adjusting the claims 
between the state and the Marietta and 
North Georgia railroad. 

These claims were adjusted by act of the 
segisiature of 1885, und under this act cer- 
tain conditions were required by the state of 
the Marietta and North Georgia railroad. 
The road was to build at once to the North 
Carolina line, and when this was done, and 
the other conditions were complied with, 
the state was to deliverto the road the 
$66,000 in bonds of the road, held by the 
Btate as security against the road. The 
railroad carried out every feature of. its con- 
tract. Governor McDaniel thoroughly sat- 
fisfied himself that the railroad had faith- 
fully performed its part of the contract with 
the state, but when he was about to deliver 
the bonds he found himself confronted with 
an injunction. From that day to this the 
road. has been fought bitterly, and every 
effort has been made to hold the bonds 
which justly belong tothe road. The leg- 
islature of two years ago defeated just such 
a billas that defeated yesterday, the effect 
of whigh was to repeal a solemn contract of 
the state. The largeness of the majority 
given yesterday against such a proposition 
will probably have the effect of putting an 
end to such trifling with the state’s honor. 
The road will get its bonds, and the state 
will then have done its part in honor. 

The effect of the road securing these 
bonds will no doubt be felt at once in the 
continued improvement of the already 
eplendid line. Knoxville will soon be 
reached, opening the entire west to this 
line, and then the Atlanta extension must 
follow. This, of course, is agguestion of 
only a short while. The road must come 
to Atlanta to connect with the whole state. 


Tax Railroads Like Other Property. 

Thg bill to tax railroads in the counties 

throéfich which they pass comes up in the 
senate today as a special order. When this 
bill was before the house, we took occasion 
to commend the principles involved, and we 
desire to say a few words on the same une 
now, 
We believe every stlesait in the state is 
opposed tothis bill. But we are unable to 
see why the property of a railroad should be 
exempt from taxation in a county 
any more than any. other prop- 
erty. It is right that all kinds of 
property should bear an equal burthen cf 
taxation, not only by the state but by 
counties. Public roads and bridges that 
are kept up by taxation are used just as 
much for the patrons of railroads, and for 
their benefit, as for the merchant, the man- 
nfacturerand the farmer. Courts and court 
expenses are for the benefit of the railroads 
as well as for any citizen; likewise the rail- 
roads share the advantages resulting from 
taxation, and we see no reason why they 
should not sustain their part. Property in 
railroads should be looked upon just as we 
consider any other property, and no reason 
can be given wliy railroad property should 
be exempt that will not apply to manufact- 
urers, merchants or farmers. 

It is bad policy to exempt anything from 
bearing its proper share of taxation. Peo- 
ple invest their money in railroads because 
they expect to make money out of the in- 
vestment. We do not believe anybody wil! 
be deterred from investing money in rail- 
roads simply because it will be taxed, for if 
they keep it and do not invest at all it will 
still be subjeet to taxation. It ought to be 
impossible for a man to invest his money in

Moro. Cotton Estimates. 


Last Monday we printed the Financial | 


Chronicle’s estimate of the condition and 
prospects of the cotton crop. The Chroni- 
cle’s facilities for getting at the facts are 
undeniable, but it is just possible that it is 
inclined to take too rosy a view of the situa- 
tion. 

The New Orleans Times-Democrat, for 
instance, which has access to the great | 
mass of information gathered by the active 
cotton men of that city, is not pleased with 
the outlook. It says that as the season ad- 
vances towards its close, the conditions of 
the cotton crop in Mississippi and Louisi- 
ana are by no means as high relatively as 
they were a month ago, owing to the depre- 
dations of the caterpillars and the boll- 
worn, 

According to the Times-Democrat, the 
third generation of the cotton worms is re- 
ported at work in every part of Missis- 
sippi, particularly in the Yazoo delta, 
which is the great cotton-growing district 
of that state. 

In Louisiana, aceording to the same 
authority, the damage done by both cater- 
pillars and bollworms has been considera- 
ble, Lut no definite estimate can be made 
until nearly all the crop is picked. Injury 
from these insects is reported from thirty- 
six out of forty-nine parishes. 

Just what damage has been done to the 
crop by the recent storm in Fiorida and 
Georgia cannot now be estimated, but we 
have observed that the cotton plant has a 
knack of defying the elements,

Missouri, Ne- 
braska, Nevada, Ohio, Pennsylvania, South 
Carolina, Texas and Wisconsin.

res Snelson thought the agreement to the resolu- 
tions an entering wedge,and on that act the motion 
to indefinitely postpone was eminently wise and 
roper. 
4 Mr. Mathews fayored the resolutions as reported 
by the conference committee. It was wrong tosay 
that their passage was a recognition of betterments. 
It was useless to deny tiat the lessees couid 
make a strong Gase of it in the courts. It wus Cer- 
tuinjy a complicated case, and he thought a joint 
committee to confer with ‘the lessees tie best way 
out of it.

More Funds Required to Run the Police De- 
partment During the Heavy Strain that 
will be Brought About by Large Crowds. — 


The police department needs money 

They are likely to need it a great aoa before 
the exposition is over. 

The department has already run short of the 
original appropriatior, and the $2,500 appro 


priated by the council to defray the expenses . 


of the police department during the exposi- 
tion will not cover the expenses. 

Te meet this contingency the police com- 
mission dropped the supernumeraries some 


‘time ago. 


Now that the exposition is upom them, 
the commission find that they are still short, 
and there seems to be no chance to obtain any 
more funds. 

For this reason only the regular officers and 
members of the force could be put on duty, with 
the supernumeraries regularlyelected,?who will 
go on duty as scon as the exposition opens. 

The special men selected for that purpose, at 
a previous meeting, wil! only be used in case 
the council grants an appropriation to meet the 
expenses. 

It was decided further to have the firemon 
sworn in as special policemen, and that the 
presidents of the different street car lines be 
requested to have their conductors sworn in as 
special officers,so as to cover the ground as 
much as possible with the meager appropria- 
tion. 

BONDING PRISONERS. 

The question of bonding prisoners bound 
over to the state courts by the recorder was 
discussed. 

Heretofore it has been the custom for the 
stationhouse keeper to accept bonds from 
prisoners in smaller cases, but the commission 
decided that such bonds going before the grand 
jury showed up badly for the police depart 
ment. 

Commissioner Brown offered a resolution 
that the recorder take bonds in all cases where 
parties are committed for a hearing before the 
city or superior courts, and that the bonds be 
subject to Lis approval. 

After the bonds are approved by the recorder, 
the bonds shall be delivered to the chief of 
police, who shall enter the names of principals 
and witesses on a book kept for that purpose. 
After this entry the bonds are to be returned

A CLERK FOR THE CHIEF. 

The question of a clerk for the chief of po- 
lice was presented by Chairman English. 

He said that he had investigated “the duties 
of the chief of police and had found that he 
could not possibly perform his outside duties 
and attend tothe records of the oflice at the 
same time. 

He thought that the chief ought to have for 
aclerk a competent stenographer, who could 
keep up the records of the office, type write’al! 
communications, take down statements in com- 
plicated cases and print in a type written form 
al) changes or modifications, ordinances and 
the passage of new ordinances, so that they 
might be accessible to the officers. 

This was necessary, because the council 
makes frequent changes and se!dom codifies 
the ordinances so that anybody could keep up 
with them. 

The views of the chairman were adopted,and 
the matter was referred to the committce on 
rules which wiil report soon. 

SHORT-STOPS. 

Officer Veal, who lost seven days on account 
of pistol wounds received in an encounter witb 
a thief several years ago, was allowed pay for 
the time. 

The petition for pay for lost time from Officer

was responsible for ‘the damage, 

The resignation of Patrolman Cleon Gordon 
was received and accepted by the commission. 

Chief Connelly urged upon the commission 
the necessity of having the department full 
and complete during the exposition, as the 
city would be full of strangers, and it would 
require every effort of the force to protect the 
city during that time. 

Chairmar English stated that he had used 
every effort to secure the increased appropria 
tion, and had so far been unable to 
doso. The finance committee had told him 
that they would give no definite answer until 
that time. 

It was decided to make another appeal to 
the council for money necessary to run the ex- 
position properly, and this will be done imme- 
diately. 

Supernumerary George P. Jordan was then 
put in nomination to fill the vac: ancy caused 
by Gordon’s resignation, and he was elected.

THOSE D ANGE rR ous 


Chief Joyner Investigating the Damagé¢ 
Done by the Crossing of the Wires. 

There is danger in overhead wires. 

This is true especially of those wires carry« 
ing high potential currents —electric light 
-Wires, those for electric railways and those car« 
rying the currents which furnish power to dif- 
ferent manufacturing establishments. 

Allof which is demenstrated in some part of 
the conntry every day by the death of som@ 
unfortunate. 

An innocent looking little wire can doa great 
deal of damage. **Cap.”’ Joynerand the tire de- 
partment were made to realize this fact on 
Monday night. and when the city is through 
paying for the damage done by the crossing o 
that electric light wire with one of the fire 
alarm wires, the council will agree with 
‘Cap. 

From early morn until late yesterday even 
ing Chief Joyner and Electrician Walker wera 
busy investigating the trouble of the night 
before. 

They found that tho trouble was due to the 
crossing of an electric light wire ona fire alarm 
wire near the First Methodist church. The 
wires had rubbed together until the insulation 
had been worn off, and when discovered thd 
two poles were burning. 

This turning the strong electric light cur~ 
rentin on the fire alarm boxes resulted in 
badly damaging several of the latter. Box 63 
at the corner of Houston and Calhoun wags 
almost entirely burned out—so badly that if 
will have to be sent to the factory for repairs. 
Boxes 62, corner of Jackson and Houston; 34, 
at No. 2 engine house, and 37, at the corner of 
Crew and Richardson street, were also badly 
damaged, but Electrician Walker succeeded 
in putting them in good condition, and all ar@ 
now in service except box 65. 

Chief Joyner is very positive in his opinions 
concerning the danger of overhead wires off 
this kind and will call the council’s dttention 
to the need of some legislation on the subject. 

At their iast meeting in Kansas City, the 
fire chiefs discussed the question and appoint 
ed a special committee to draft suitable reso 
lutions. This committee reporte vd the 
following: 

Whereas, The present method of overncad wires, 
carrying high potential currents suitable for ard 
lights, electric railroads, power, ete., are exceed- 
ingly dangerous, e-p cially to firemen when in th¢€ 
discharge of their duties, therefore be it 

kesolved, That we urge upon all legislativ 
bodies, both municipal: and state, that the only 
conceded safe m_ thed for the transmission of suc 
currents is underground. 

Resolved, That wherever any overheald metrod 
is allowed or tolerated, that every kuown precan¢ 
fon should be required by suitable laws or ordis 
nances. 

Resolved, That the present method of insulation 
of overhead wires is very imperfect, and howeveg 
good apparently, deteriorates rapidly after being pu 
up, and is virtualiy not insulation. 

Resolved, That the various tire chiefs thro: ughout 
the United Staies should in no manner jevpardize 
the lives or limbs of the members of their depsrt- 
ments, untilthey bave first assured themselves that 
no currents are passing on such overhead wires, in 
the immediate proximity of the fire. 

Resoived, That the most rigid inspection of wireg 
entering buliding, carrying high potential currents, 
should be had by competent authorily, and every 
precaution taken to prevent any possibie coutact of 
such wires with those oftelephone and fire a! are. 
wires, water or gas pices. 

Resolved, Tnat we earnestly call upon al! muai> 
eipal ana legislative bodies, and urge the necessity 
of suitabie legislation and inspection of the presen§ 
dangerous sy stem of overhead wires, for the purpose 
of lessening the dangers and evils thereof. 

Resolved, That we, the National Association of 
Fire Engineers, in convention assembled, emphati- 
cally asseri that the on!y safe method for sucn cut- 
rents is underground, and place our most Unegnivo- 
cal condemnation on all overhead or suspended 
wires, for the reasou ofits great danger to life ds 
wellas to property.

“T want to say that in the city of Chicago 
we have some 3,100 or 3,200 are lights. Every 
inch of the wire connected with these lamps is 
underground. The potentiality is as high as 
3,500 volts, and there isno difficulty in the 
Ww sorking of the wire underground. The only 
objection is that it costs a little more to put 
them underground than overhead ; and there 
they ate safe.’’

The governor is hereby authoiized and diretec!

MR. HARRELL, OF WEBSTER. 

Mr. Harreil favored the bill He said the state in 
1879 grauted 250 convicts tothe Marietta and North 
Georgia railroad for three years without charge, 
and the stockholders took the convicts and divided 
them outon their farms for their private work. 

Under the act of 1877 the legislature loaned to the 
Marietta and North Georgia railroad the net amount 

received by the state from couvict labor for four 
ycars atseven per cent amounting to $66,233.32. 
The company paid the interest up to April 1, 1881, 
when it gave its bondfforthe due and from that 
time until the passage of the resolution October 7, 
1885, the principal and interest due to the state 
fromthe Marietta and North Georgia  tatlroad 
amounted to $88,352.47, and adding the interest to 
July 7, 1889, the whole amount justly due the state, 
principal and interest is $105,738.70. In 1879 they 
asked formore convicts and a resolution was 
passed authorizing the principal keeper 
the penitentiary fe) deliver to the 
Marietta anid Nort Georgia 
able-bodied convicts (including those already on 
hand) upon giving bond as required by law. 

In 1883 trer> was another act passed granting an- 
other batch of convicts, and the governor was au- 
thorized to turn over 250 convicts to the road. 

In 1881 that company came before the legislature 
and asked for ail and that was provided the rail- 
road should be finished tothe North Carolina line 
by January 1, 1886. This was an abatement of all 
interest from April 1, 1851. The road claimed that 
there was an equity in the matter on acco nt of 
the loss of convicis. The legisla:ure put them ifn 
direct notice that it was questionable. The peni- 
tetiary companies, two and _ three, con 
ceived that the . Marietta and North 
Georeia railroad had convicts which 
longed to them, end the lessees brought suit against 
J. W. Nelms, principal keeper of the penitentiary, 
The road refused to submit the justice of its cause to 
ajury, The road chanzed hands about 1850. and a 
man named Kinsey, from Cincinnatl, got charge of 
it, and the first thing he did was to bond the road 
for $10,000 per mile for the part built and shook 
every man in that section who had anything to do 
withit. He then madea contract with George R. 
Eager, of Lotson, to build the road, Every scin- 
tilla part of logisiation had been in favor 
of George R. E. ger. aud this man Kinsey, who 
had swindled the stockholders out of their money, 
without giving them even a free pass. He wanted 
the house to uncerstand this because $105,000 of the 
peopie’s money was involved in ff, 

The first time Enger came before the legisiature 
Was one Month after he had made the contract to 
baild the road, and he asked the state to grant to 
him the interest upon this loan of $66.000 for four 
years, in case he should proceed to, build the road. 
This was granied. In 1884, ostensibly in the interest 
of the road, he asked, 1m addition tothe release of 
interest from i881 to 1584, two years fonger, from 
1834 to | 1886. This went to the finance 
committee and then to a snb-committee, who 
found Eager was the man to be benelitedand ut 
the Marieita and North Georgia raijroad. I gave 
up, what constitutional scruples I bud,’ continued 
Judge Harrell. “I consented to allow the two years 
of inter: st from i851 to 1886. A majority of the com-, 
mitiee thouzht they ought not to be entitled to it, 
but in deferences to wishes of gentlemen iroin that 
section, we agreed to it as a compromise, and I have 
six witnesses here tiiat it wasa compromise. It 
went tothe house and passed unanimously. What 
did they dothen? Immediately ou ils passaze it 
went tothe senate. The bill was returned with an 
amendment not only to relieve the road of 
iuterest for two years, as agreed 
to by the house, but absolutely 
giving up to the road every solitary dollar of the 
princi aiof the bonds.

Mr. Co: gius spoke aguinst reconsidera‘ion. He 
said a petition had been floated around the house 
signed by forty-cight freeho!ders, only a few of 
whom lived in Banks and the balancein Jackson. 
He said he was the represen:ative frora Banks 
county, and knew what they wanted. He wou'd 
be responsible to them, and knew thatthey would 
sustain him.

A Deat ‘pnd’ “ Damb Negro Boxes with a 
Batcher’s Man ana the Result is a Broken 
Neck for the Butche:’s Man. 

A broken neck. 

That was the fatal result of a friendly box- 
ing match last night. 

It was one of the queerest cases over put on 


| reeord in the city of Atlanta. 


The man whose neck was sccel Was & 
butcher’s man named Joe Willingham, em- 
ployed by Mr. R. M. Haney, on Decatur street. 

The assailant wasadeaf and dumb shoe 
maker, named Tom Brauch. 

The scene of the tragedy was a négro res- 
taurant, kept by Rollie Farrar, on the first 
floor of the Willingham: building, on Ivy 
street, half a block from Decatur. 

The locality is just the place where one 
would go in search of a tragedy, and is forever 
haunted by negroes of all sorts, and especially 
laborers and the floating population that 
forms such a large part of the throng that 
keeps the police on the alert in that quarter of 
the city. 

ORIGIN OF THE TROUBLE. 

Willingham was a young negro man of very 
quiet disposition, and a good, handy fellow 
about the meat market, and had been with 
Mr. Haney about a year. 

He seemed to have had no regular place of 
abode, but circulated about the various lodg- 
ing houses in that locality. 

Sometimes he would come in and spend the 
night at the Willingham building, the upper 
floors of which are occupied as a negro lodg- 
ing place. 

He was always peaceable, and never gave 
the proprietors any trouble. 

Last night, afew minutes before 8 o'clock, 
he came to the restaurant for his supper. 

Tom Brauch is a deaf and dumb negro, and 
follows the trade of a shoemaker. He is not 
boisterous, but fond of rough play, and when 
he gets started his infirmities prevent his real- 
izing just how far to carry his sport and when 
to stop. 

Thetwo men metinthe restaurant. There 
was no ill feeling between them, but on the 
contrary, they exchanged friendly greetings. 
Branch began playing with the girl who keeps 
the place. 

Willingham took a hand in it, and Branch 
became so rough that the girl broke loose from 
them and went behind the counter so as to 
avaid getting hurt. 

A SPARRING MATCH. 

The two men quit tussleing and began 
boxing, in a friendly way. They sparred 
around for awhile, and then tussled again. 

Branch being deaf watched his opponent’s 
motions and when Willingham put up his 
hands Branch struck at him. 

They sparred at each other a few rounds, 
neither striking the other a blow sufficient to 
cause any anger. 

Suddenty Branch struck out with his right 
hand, and Willingham pitched forward behind 
a large block that sat near the front door. 

He lay there fora few moments, and the 
girl came out from behind the counter to see 
what was the matter. 

The negro did not move. 

He was dead. 

A STRANGE DEATH. 

Had an electric current been turned into his 
spinal column death would not have occurred 
more suddenly. 

Dr. Alley was cziled and arrived in a few 
minutes, but life was extinct. He found, by 
& casual investigation of the body, that death 
was caused by the dislocation of the cervical 
vertebrae, and either the rupture or the stran- 
gulation of the spinal cord. 

‘Lhe negro was turned over on his back and 
a bright silver dime dropped from hisclenched 
rigbt hand as the grip rejlaxed. 

He had doubled up his fist to strike, and the 
shock of his death was so sudden that the 
band remained clenched after his heart had 
ceased to beat. 

Tom Branch was frightened when he saw 
the result of the boxing match. He looked 
ere and seemed undecided as to what to 

O. 

But as he watched the crowd gathering, and 
saw every face turned toward hfm, with sus- 
picious and menacing looks, he seemed to 
realize, although not a word could he hear, 
that he was considered the guilty one. 

Then he saw the gleam of brass buttons as 
Patrolmen Phillips and Norman came hurry- 
ing down the street. 

Stepping in the shadow of thecorner he 
walked swiftly down the street, keeping close 
to the wall, until he reached a dark alley tha 

enetrates the block, and, in aninstant, he 
1ad become a part of the darkness. 

A careful search failed to reveal his where- 
abouts 

Dr. J. C. Avary, the coroner, was notified 
and came to the scene, and decided to hold an 
inquest today at noon. As none of his relatives 
could be found, his body was sent to Howard’s 
undertaking establishment. 

RARITY OF THE CASE. 

‘*You would not find a rarer case in a thou- 
sand than that,’’ said Dr. A. R. Alley, “Itis 
the same as death caused by hanging, and in 
my opinion it is dislocation complete, or in- 
compicte, of the first and second cervical ver- 
tebrae and death was the result of a sudden 
twist of the head either rupturing or contract- 
ing the spinal cord, in my opinion. When I 
arrived there the head hung over on one side 
justasaian’s head would hang when sus- 
pended from a gailows. I turned his head 
aronnd and found that the neck was perfectly 
fiexible. There was nota bruise nora drop of 
blood about his person, nor any other wound 
of any character: and I at once came to the 
conelusion that death was caused in the way 
that I have just stated.’’ 

A WITN3DSS TALKS. 

Fhe negro had a powerful frame, and- his 
neck was unusually stout and looked like a 
perfect mass of muscles. it wasa puzzle how 
such a fata! result could bave cecurred from a 
blow from the fist of a trained pugilist, much 
less a negro whose knowledge of sparring must 
be naturally limited. 

Rollie Farrar, the principal witness in the 
case, was seen, and said: - 

“There haint nothin’ init. Tom and Joe 
got to scufllin’ in the corner there, and hit 
each otheracoup!c oflicks. Joe hit Tom a 
hardihump on the breast, and then Tom hit 
Joe a lick on the lefi side of the neck, and all 
of a sudden he sunk down in that corner there, 
and I thought he was jest playing off. But 
me and wy man seen he didn’t move, and 
we then throwed water over _ hiin. 
Then he begun to. git cold, and 
we sent for a doctor. He jest sunk down and 
laid right there after that lick 

“Was it ahbard blow?” 

“No, indeed; it jest seemed like scuffin’ oe 
never was 80 took back like in may life.’ 

“What became of Tom Branch?” 

“Well, he jést stayed around and helped me 
to pour water over Joe. He thought he was 
jest playing off,”’
